REETINGS Mr. Grossman had veen.compelied to resigp as Secretary of the Assoc- 


iation, owing to the fact: thet he hes been called up for military service, the 
Executive agreed to csk irs. Adelaide Shaw, of the Victoria Pudlic Library, to as- 
sume the office for tne balance of the year. Mrs. Shaw hes accepted the position. 


Tne plcce and date of the annual convention were considered at length, 
and it was decided finally to hold the convention in Victoria on Mondey, April 15. 
It was felt thet this dete is sufficiently fer from Easter not to interfere with 
the holidzys at that time, and thet Monday would be a more convenient day then 
Friday or Saturday, cs the latter is such a busy day in public. libraries. 


It was also decided that the various Committees would be asked to have 
their reports in the hinds cf the Secretary by March 15, in order that they may be 
included in the next number of the Bulletin, which will give full details regarding 
the convention. The Executive thought thet it would be a great advantage if every 
member cculd heve an opportunity to read the Committee reports both at their leisure 
and before the ccnvention, cs this would bcth prepare and clear tne way for dis- 
cussion, the lack of which hes been deplored on many occasions. 


The Treasurer reported a balance on:hand of $170.23. The Ccntribut- 
ing membership tc tne a.Le&. was ordered psid. 


CHECK Mr. Westcn's checklist of the publications cf the government cf Brit- 
LIST ish Coluubisc from 1871 to 1938 will be ready fcr distributicn by the 
end of the month. It will consist cf cbout 165 peges, and the price will be $2.00. 
Judging from the pase proofs, the King's Printer hes made 2 very ettractive job of 
it. 
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FRASER On December 16th the tixpsyers cf Langley !unicipelity voted to with. J 
VALLEY draw from the Fraser Valley Union Library District. This is the firs 
UNION break since the district wes ecnstituted in 1934. The municip2i 
LIBRARY council tock immediate steps tc maintain uninterrupted library s:r- 
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vice for the first three menths cf 1940; and during this time the Langley District 
Librery Council, an uncfficicl cergenization made up of representctives from twenty- 
six lccel recders' ccormittees in the municipelity, will take steps to reverse the 
decisicn. There is therefcre hcpe thet there may not be a final break in library 
service tc Langley, but the issue is fer from certein. Although there was a gccd 
Geal of misunderstcnding emengst electors as to the question that they were csked 
to vote cn, there is nc belying the existence «f = very definite, even an orgenizel, 
cppcsition to the librcrv. The following mcoy be listed as amcngst the principal 
elements in the situcticn. 


(1) Repeated changes made by the Langley Municipal Ccuncil from yeer 
to year in the inethnod cf levying its library tax. The lest and worst method used 
in 1939 1s generelly conceded to heve "put the skids uncer the library." A flat 
rate cf seventy-five cents was levied on all residents Letween the ages cf twenty- 
cne and sixty, and this wes collected, along with the rocd-tax, oell-tux, and dog- 
tax, by & tax-ccllectcr scing frcem house tc house. 


(2) Staunch cdjection of many texpayers, under any circumstances, to 
2 levy for = service which they do not use. Well-established as.this principle cf 
taxaticn may be, as in thé case of scheols, roads, and public services, Langiey 
taxpayers cre nevertheless very inuch wcrked up over this new anncysnce that hes 
been brought so brazenly te their very doors. he public livrery idea is still 
relatively new in the community, and there sre still scme cf the residents whe prss 
cs intelligent citizens «nd nevertheless think that the librery shculd be financed 
entirely by these who cctually use it. 


(3) Existence cf quite a lerge f reign-bern pcpulation, e large pre- 
portion of whem are in peer eccncnic circumstences. They ore fertile ground for 
the anti-library tgiteater. Incidentclly, the leader cof the opposition is a member 
cf the schocl bearc. 


(4) The exse and specd with which it is pcssipnle fer the cpposition 
to throw its monkey-wrenehn into the machinery. A petition signed by ten per cent 
ef the electcrs (310 pecple cut of a tctal pepulaticn cf about. 6,000) ssking for 
a plebiscite "cn the liorery question", wos presented abcut twe weeks befcre the 
municipal election, at which tire the electcrs were asked tc vote’ con "withdrawel 
from the unicn library district." A streight rajcrity decides the questicn. With 
Simllar referendur powers in the werds.of a city, and with taxaticn as above, hew 
‘many city librzries wculd survive the healing knife?: 


The prcblem in essence is thet .f persuading a "derccratically oper- 
ated" cimmunity t. teke advantege of, and ccontinucusly tc suppcrt, cn educational 
institution, when‘there is reascn to dcubt thet e :ejerity cf the electcrate, or 
even an effective mincrity, 1s educated tue this ecucationel need. A very flexible 
system cf taxation has been thcught necessary in order to bring tozether a suf- 
ficiently lerze number cf municipelities and rural school districts to form a union 
library district in the first place. Once constituted, the district is endangered 
by this very flexibility. Where, by govd judgrent cr good fcrtune, library costs 
are being peid cut of general revenue, not.a peep is heerd from the taxpayer. Ex- 
perinentéticn in the "fairer" methcds of taxeticn has proved disastrous. 
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Scme are su cptinistic es tc welccne the acverse votes in the Freser 
end Okanagan Valleys as having the effect uf bringing certain weakness te.the sur- 
face, and of bringing home te suppertcrs cf the instituticn cf public library ser- 
vice the importance cf regicnal library develcpment in rurel British Columbia. On 
the cther hand, <ne might well have hcped that these ccuparcatively ycung crganiz- 
ations shculd have been spared such heavy bedy blews until better entrenched. -In 
any case, the vericus preblems cf the unicn libraries are being given very careful 
consideration by the prceper suthorities, and many cf them will doubtless be solvec. 


Hore checrful news is tc be fcunc in the annual repcrt fir 1939. Cir- 
culaticn reached a reecrd high .f 260,676, es comperec with 246,901 in 1938. Bock 
requests increased fr.m 12,635 tc 14,154. Eleven new library agencies were estab- 
lished during the year, »ringing the tutal now tc cne hundred end seventy-cne. The 
library district itself was increcsed by the inclusion of the inportent rural 
school district cf Nicomen Island. Thanks to the inveluable suppcrt of the Pro- 
vincial Gcovernnent, the bcck stcck wes inereesed by 600 volumes tc a net total of 
32,251, although 3,697 becks fell tc the. scythe cf Father Time. 


OKANAGAN Nine units have vceted in fevour cf withdrewal from. the Okanagan 
UNION Unicon Litrary. -They are the rural schecl districts of Mara, Hill- 
LIBRARY ‘crest, Sicamous and Eagle Valley, the nunicipalitiecs of Celdstrean, 


Spillumacheen and Salmen arm, and the cities cf Vernen and Armstrcng. These with- 


¢rawals constitute a sericus chellenge te the Unicn Library.districts, and the 
Public Library Commission is canvassing the whole situation nest carefully, with c 
view to ascertaining what qnenges in legisletic nm end policy .seem cesirable. Mean- 
while we are hapry to say that the Okenagan Unicn Librery will be able to carry cn 
despite the lzss cf sone of its largest ccmpcenent parts. 


VICTORIA The Victcria Pudlic Library repcrts thet it has increzsed its ser- 
PUBLIC ~ , _ vice to the Forces, not only to the men stationed within the city 
LIBRARY limits but also to those in neighboring districts who are in camp. 


They ar are using the library a great deal and the majority of them seem to be study- 
ing rather than reading for recreation. 


On. December 16, 1939 the Victoria, Public Library celebrated its 
seventy-fifth anniverscry, for it was on December 16, 1864. that the Mechanics 
institute in Victoria opened a library and reading roon as a result of several 
years' campaigning. There the leading American 2nd Colonial pepers and those of 
other countries were on file, and there was a collection of 475 books. Later on, 

the Institute moved to Fort and Government Streets and finally to the Philharmonic 
Building on Fort Street, where Devonshire House is now. The income of the Insti- 
tute was derived from fees of $1 a month, $10 a year, or $50 for a life membership, 
augmented by funds raised at annunl picnics. | 


The growth of the library was remarkable, but notwithstanding, by 
1886 the Institute was in serious financial difficulties, and offered the book 
collection of over four thousand volumes to the city as the nucleus of 4 frec 
public library. As the sum of $450 was involved it was necessary for the council 
to put a bylaw befcre the people, which included clauses permitting the establish- 
ment of a freé public library under the control of the Ccuneil. The bylaw lest, 
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but Mr. James Fell, < staunch friend cf the Liorery, made himself perscnally ~cs.- 
ponsible fir the sum involved rether then let the tooks be scattered by eusticn. 


In 1889 the City tcvk over the Lilrary, but in the next 9 years it 
became impcssile ts: carry on the wrk with insufficient funcs, and first salons 
were taken tcwarcs securing 2 Carnegie grant. A bylaw wes passed in 13C2 -cce};t- 
ing Mr. Carnegie's ¢ift and guaranteeing t> previde a sité and annual maintcnenc:. 
The ccrnerstone was laid in 1904, and the new building cpenec tc the pudjiz in 
1906. About four thcusand beoks were moved intc the building which wés built to 


hold fifteen thousand vclumes 


IN note 


It was in 1912, when Miss Helen Stewart was appcintec Librarien, tht 
the work cf reorganizing the Library along medern lines was commenceds . The cpen 
shelf system, the Dewey decinel clessificaticn anc the card caialcgue were intro-. 
duced by Miss Stewart. Separate Reference ani Juvenile cepertrents were opencd; 
and an apprentice class established in which students were trained for Junior 
positions in this and other libraries. 


Dr. Stewart resignec in 1924 and the present Librarian, Viss Margeret | 
Clay, was aprcinted. :

Everycne wes interested, tco, 
in the Order and Mending Departients, neither cf which is open to the Public ordin- 
eerily. Miss Pearscn told the csuests cf her wdrk in crdering the tocks cnd pre- 
pering them fcr the Cateloguin.; Department. Miss Bristcw, in the Mending Depertnent, 
hed on displey several becks showing different kinds cf camage done thrcuch the 
wear and tear cf circuloaticn, and the methods of mencins. Our suests were truly 
shocked to see the emcunt cf darase dene tu be. ks in ccnstcnt use. As the Assist- 
ants brcught the tcur cf the Library tc e closé, they presented their Guests with 
bcoknarks as souvenirs of the Library's 75th Anniversery. Each beckmark ccntained 
a brief hist-ry <f the Library, the errliest statistics cf the nurher cf bcrrewers 
ene the bcck stuck anc tne present statistics; and a brief list cf sugsested 
titles. * "Any book ise new book, until you have reac it" was cur parting sug- 
gesticn to the reading public. 


VANCOUVER aS ancther yeer ends, we stop to ccnsicer what prcsress we have mace 
PUBLIC anc cre fircec to admit reluctantly thct we cre practically where we 
LIBRARY . were a yecr ance True, cur bock st ck, efter many setbacks, has 


finally climbed cbcve the 100,000 mark, but we were within sight cf that seven. years 


agoe The nurber cf bcerrewers is about the sane out circulation ficures shcw a drop 
ef ascut 12,500, nearly all of it in atult fiction. This is larccly attributable 
to unsettled conditions cnd thé outbreak of war icst fall, when it became obvious 
that few pecple wore interested in borrowing books or. visiting the library. Grad- 
ually however they herve begun tc come back, thc-ush it wes nct until almest the end 
cf the year that the circulaticnh became enything like ncerzal. On the cther hand 
the nunter <f reference questicns answered sh.ws mere than a 5% increase. 


We have cone interestin; devel pment tc rep.rt. At the request of 
the Previnciel Supervis-r, Tuserculesis s-cicl service, the Venccuver Public Li- 
brary is tc crsanize and operate what is to be virtuclly a cranch library in the 
TB. unit. Their existin: bock ecllection cf some tw> hundred voluces and certain 
expectec donations of used bocks cf the better type ere tc be turned over tc the 
library tcsether with whet money 1s aveileszle fcr new bouks. The crcering and pre- 
pareaticn of the bccks, including catcloguing, will he dcne at the librery. In 
addition, provision has been made for a part-time librarian who will be employed 
by the library and be under library supervision. The money which will be available 
for the purchase of new books is being contributed by the Kwannon club. 


Believe it or not, the Vancouver Public Librery recently received a 
renewal letter, the envelope of which was addressed as follows:
